UNDERGROUND CURRICULA ON CAMPUSES REPORTED

(Sumary)The most crucial cause to some students, negation 
of realities and prejudiced ideologies, lies in some 
literature and ideological books read among students in 
their underground “study groups.” A total number of such 
books is estimated at around 600. They are not necessarily 
all banned books. There are many good books, which 
contributed greatly to the development of learning. The 
roblem, however, is that even in the case of such good 
books, their reading method is distorted, 


“The underground curricula,” which may be considered 
an ideological source of the recent campus turmoils, have 
several stages as follows: An initial stage of discarding 
the pre-conceived sense of value, such as cold war logic; 
a stage of unveiling the irrationalities of society and 
the actual status of the weak; a stage of comparing social 
reforms and revolutions in other countries with our 
realities; and a stage of eventually seeking ways and 
means to translate into practice what they learned, under 
a methodology of historical philosophy, such as 
materialistic dialectic. 


The initial course begins in mid-March, when the 
college lectures or applications for attending lectures 
are about to start. om that time, students begin reading 
literary works like “The Wretched of the Earth," and take 
interest in the question about “what che masses are." 
They also read a book like “What is History?" or a 
collection of commentaries on history by "K." 








At the same time, they criticize an anti-intellectual 
way of thinking about the historical development of the 
China end Vietnam questions. And they come to believe that 
oes? critical awareness is applicable even to Korean 
realities. 








Next, they are given themes like a “mission of 
intellectuals" and “tasks of the student movement.” Then, 
they are led to form some negative images of Korea's 
economic and social problems. To this end, they nourish 
the critical consciousness of realities by reading the 
criticisms of economics by "L" and "Y." They also promote 
their “resistance consciousness" by digging up the 
realities in an indirect way, such as by reading a 
collection of eassys written by “S" and "H" and poems by 
"K" and "S" as well as novels by “"P" and "C." 


Around this time, they go through the “membership 
training,” student service activities in rural areas, and 
night school and conversatior. activities. In the second 
semester of the first year, the freshmen come to delve 
into the study of modern Korean history, with the sense 
of belonging to their study groups and the sense of 
solidarity with the general public. And they study the 
history of resistance, such as farmers uprisings, land 
survey projects, rice production increasing plans and 
student movement under the Japanese rule, and post- 
Liberation political and economic structures. 


Beginning in this semester, freshmen come to read 
the following works; the collections of commentaries by 
» af eg "Y" dealing with the realities and tasks of 
the Korean ec ; the collections of theses by "P," "Cc," 
and "K" which dealt with the March lst Independence 
Movement, the characteristics of capitalism in Korea and 
a historical review of labor poner j “history of the 
Communist movement in Korea" y "Ss," “history of student 
movement under Japanese rule" by "K," and “agricultural 
economics” by "K.”" 


There are some other factors responsible for 
accelerating rigidity in the students’ way of thinking. 
They are the works of some Japanese leftist scholars who 
pedanticall and freely use such terms as “comprador,”™ 
‘fascist," "struggles," and "classes." 


The Japanese language gives a clearer idea than 
English as well as a far more distinct image. About two 
to three years ago, there arose a boom of Japanese language 
study in “membexship training" courser under the guidance 


of juniors and seniors. There was also a sales boom for 
Japanese books. They include works authored by Kohachiro 
TAKAHASHI, Hisao OTSUKA, Takashi HATA, Masayoshi TANAKA, 
Shiro NOHARA, KANG Chae-on, AN Pyong-ch'i, and so forth. 








"In the intellectual climate of Japan, learning 
and politics are closely related, and they readily abandon 
the logical consistency depending on circumstances. To 
follow such a climate unconditionally will pose a danger 
of forfeiting the verification and national identity of 
our learning,” said Prof. "S," 44, of the "S" university. 


As they move up to the second year, they study the 
histories of revolutions and social movements in China, 
Russia, Vietnam, Cuba, Algeria, Latin America, and other 
third world countries. Through this study, the students 
reportedly learn, from a leftist leaning position, a law 
of history development and an eventuality of revolutions. 


Then, the students further what they call 
“theorMetical rearmament™ by reading numerous works of 
revolutionaries, thinkers, economists, and scientists, 
such as LENIN, KAUTSKY, BUKHARIN, MAO Tze- , HO Chi Minh, 
CASTRO, DOUB, SWEEZY, BARRAN, LUCACS, HEGEL, ; 

ARMIN, and MARCUSE. 


The big problem here is that they would pursue only 
the theories, historical facts, and facts which help to 
justify their own “position,” and throw away all the 
rest which runs counter to that. For instance, such works 
include "K's" “History of Russian Revolution,” "K's" 
“History of the Chinese Communist Party," and related data 
on Communism available at the "A" research center of "K" 
university. 


Professors deplore that "MAO Tze-tung's thoughts” 
by "K" and "LENIN and Russian Revolution" by "S" an 
y > pved works on the Communist bloc are read in a farfetched 
irection.

A student of the "S" university, who was released 
from jail toward the end of November, said that he was 
reprimanded by his senior for involvement in student 
demonstrations. “Unlike in the past, you are now using 
some extreme 1 and disgusting term, thereby leading 
rather to the a y of the student moverent. If 
did so wer the = of the Yusin system, you might have 
been all jailed on charges of violating the Anti-Communiet 
Law and the National Security Law.” 











An "S" university authority says that there are 
militant and intimidating slogans. To name only a 
few, they include such as “Long live unti-fascist struggles 
for democracy!" “manifesto of — by anti-fascist 
fellow students," “manifesto on liberation of human beings,” 
and “all comrades in the "K’’ university's anti-fascist 
struggles for emancipation of the people." 








“In the past, the students’ manifestos and printed 
matters had some definite points for dispute. For instance, 
they used to cry for “removal of the Yusin Constitution,” 
for IH mag the emergency decrees," “opposition to 
Tewriting the Constitution to provide a way toward seeking 
reelections for three consecutive presidential terms." Or, 
they had called for “opposition to the normalization talks 
between Korea and Japan.” It must be frankly admitted that 


depending on circumstances, some of them had some convincing 
part as well.

The recent ones, however, fail to be concrete and 
realistic; and therefore, they sound hollow. They put 
ferth ambiguously “establishment of a Socialist economic 
systen.™ 


In most cases, they rule the targets of their 
criticisms as “comprador clique” and “fascist group.” Next, 
they come to oppose the present power system in definite 
terms. Almost invariably, they try to analyze the 
economic aspects for this purpose. As such, their analysis 
can not but be to “comprador economy’ and but 
cite “serious foreign debt burden" and “widening income 


gap.” 


In spite of many difficulties involved, the government 
has oo gg | carried out the retrenching of its own 
struccure. is has aroused absolute sympathy among people 
from various walks of life. Even on this point, some 
students have severely criticized irc, saying that “it was 
a means to unify their chain of command. 


An official of the Economic Planning Board says, “It 
is certainly regrettable that students nowadays try hard 
to avert their eyes from economic realities of the PRC and 
Cuba as well as the recent IBRD report which termed Korea 
“a country in which income distribution has been made 
relatively well, among other newly industrialized nations." 


"In the present circumstances, it will be most 
importent that the students do have a little more composure 
in their thinking and behavior,” Prof. "J" of the "S" 
university cays. A democratic country cannot be built 
overnight by overthrowing the government by force. This 
has beer. keenly felt through the April 19th Student 
Revolution and after the Oct. 26th incident. "A democratic 
nation with democratic citizens can be built only when 
memvers of society are well grounded for that," he added.

MINORITY PARTIES--The Democratic Justice Party has confirmed floor strategy for 
this year which will be focused on widening the scope of dialogue with minority 
parties on the basis of what it has learned from the operation of the national 
assembly last year. The majority party will also put the Standing Committees 
into full operation during the year to tackle varicus law bills and petitions 
without delay. The part:'s policy on house operation was endorsed in a joint 
meeting of the floor leader's team and the chairmen of the standing panels 
at the party headquart?rs yesterday.

Yi said, "Be‘ore the house acts on minority party-proposed bills, 
we will deliberate them fully in joint meetings among the DJP, minority party, 
and the government." "This will help widen the dialogue among the parties," 
he noted.

GOVERNMENT, DJP TO MEET--The majority Democratic Justice Party (DJP) established 
a man-to-man working-level consultation system with the government yesterday to 
streamline cooperation between the two. As a result, the DJP and the government 
will hold a general working-level consultation meeting every three months to dis- 
cuss ways of further promoting cooperation. DJP policy coordinators will meet 
government planning and management officers "as often as possible” to talk about 
major policy formulation. A DJP officer said party policymakers will take part 
in the government's policy formulation "from the initial stage" and that the 
government will provide the party with materials needed to chart policies. Future 
working-level consultations are to be overseen by chief DJP policy coordinator 
Pak Hyon-tae and minister of state for political affairs Chong Chong-taek. Chong 
is concurrently a DJP lawmaker who serves as a pipeline between the government 
and the DJP. Presiding over the first working-level consultation meeting at the 
DJP headquarters, the minister said the government and the DJP should increase 
cooperation through candid exchanges of opinions on policy affairs. Working-level 
policymakers of the DJP and the government were asked to huddle as often as 
possible to ensure that major policies will be worked out and executed with full 
consultation and cooperation, he said. The DJP and the government can reflect 
people's opinions fully, only when smooth cooperation is ensured between the 

two, he stressed. This would also be in keeping with the wishes of the DJP, who 
made the same statement late last year. The strenpthening of cooperation between 
the DJP and the government has been in the limelight since the new cabinet led

TENANT FARMING LAW--Seoul, Jan 14 (YONHAP)--The Korean Government is considering 
revising the current farmland preservation and utilization law, in a bid to allow 
tenant farming for the convenience of absentee landowners. Agriculture-Fisheries 
Ministry officials said Thursday that whereas the land reform law, promulgated 

in 1949, bans tenant farming or farming on leased land or on consignment, the 
current basic law (constitution), which was amended in 1980, permits farming 

on leased land or on consignment. Thus the move is designed to revise the law, 
in accordance with the constitution. A revised bill will be submitted to the 
national assembly for approval when it opens its annual regular session in 
September, according to the officials. Meanwhile, official statistics compiled 
last year through a nationwide survey of 11,300 farm households show that 

70.8 percent of the farm households polled were farming on their own land, 

22.5 percent on both their own and concurrently leased land, and 6.7 percent were 
engaged in farming on entirely leased land.

CHANGE IN ECONOMIC STRATEGY URGED

{[Editorial: “New Economic Expectations"] 


[Text] The recent infusion of much-needed fresh blood into our top economic 
ministries brightens our expectation for the economy. Since the acting prime 
minister and other newly appointed economic ministers are all seasoned veterans 
of the business world, we can count on them to steer our economy along a stable 
growth course through practical ways and means based on their many years of 
business experience rather than armchair theorizing. 


But that alone does not assure us of a smooth sailing for our economy in this 
difficult year of 1982. The seven-percent economic growth of last year merely 
brought back our economy to where it was in 1979 because of the following year's 
minus growth. Furthermore, last year's growth is attributed mostly to the growth 
of agriculture and export sectors, leaving the domestic market still in doldrums. 
That explains why most people and business firms feel that our economy has yet 

to snap out of three long years of slump, despite the official economic statistics 
pointing to the other way. 


True, groundwork has been laid for sustained stable growth as the inflation has 
been brought under control. But we had to pay a stiff price for it. The reduced 
real income of the people lowered their purchasing power to the extent that 

the domestic market remains as depressed as ever. This is not a healthy situation 
no matter how vigorous our exports might have been. 


As long as our economy is heavily dependent on exports, the export drive will have 
to continue, but building up our export industries at the cost or in neglect of 
the domestic market is a questionable strategy. Without a broad, solid backing 
of the domestic market, the export industry, however impressive it may look, is 
incomplete. Without a healthy domestic market to absorb external shocks, even 

a mighty export industry is liable to crumble at repeated external assaults 

in this age of worldwide protectionism and stiffening competition with the newly 
emerging industrial nations of the Third World. 


Developing the domestic market is as important as encouraging export industries, 
for they complement and reinforce each other. What good is it if export growth 
brings in no tangible benefit to the people through a higher standard of living? 
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Stimulating the domestic market, however, runs the risk of rekindling the cinders 
of inflation. Developing a domestic market and at the same time arresting 
inflation to a single digit this year, as the new economic ministers’ team 
indicated, will be no mean trick. One aid for maintaining such a delicate 
balancing act on a tight rope would be a freer market economy. 


The idea of switching our growth strategy from the government-directed approach 
to a private sector-initiated one has been advocated by both the government and 
business communities for some time, but the switchover has been at a snail's 
pace. The recent indication of the new economic ministers to phase out the 
more decisive government control and interference in the private economy is 
therefore all the more welcome. 


The time is ripe to adjust our growth strategy in response to changing conditions.

BUSINESS CROUPS HAIL GOVERNMENT ECONOMIC STEPS

{Text} The government's announcement yesterday of a partial economic recovery 
package received a positive reaction from the local business community. 


Describing the package as the “brainchild of the best efforts" made by the new 
economic team, the country's four influential economic forums--the Korea Chamber 
of Commerce and Industry (KCCI), the Federation of Korean Industries (FKI), the 
Korean Traders Association (KTA) and the Korea Federation of Small Businesses 
(KFSB)--expressed hope that the nation's economy will gain added momentum by 
taking advantage of the proposed economic measures. 


“Although the contents of the package is far from what ailing local business 
firms had earlier expected from the government, the government had few options 

to work with in its attempts to deal with the slumping economy without jeopardiz- 
ing the balance of payments situation and the stabilization of commodity prices,” 
said the FKI. 


The FKI, representing a wide spectrum of the country's business interests argued 
that more comprehensive measures should have been introduced along with the 
package to encourage capital spending projects, innovation of technology, and 
productivity boost on a medium and long-term basis. 


In this context, the economic forum recommended the government to slash fiscal 
spendings, stabilize public utility charges, and seek fair anc effective distribu- 
tion of Limited monetary and fiscal funds. 


The KCCI, which normally speaks for the business interests of enterprises sm ler 
than those affiliated with the FKI, welcomed the package, describing it as “the 
only available option” in the current difficult situation facing the nation. 


"We can expect much from the package, although the economic measures contained 
in the package are not a cure-all prescription for the ailing economy," said the 
«CCl. 


The KTA also came out with the positive comment that the package would contribute 
greatly towards stabilizing the nation's economy while injecting new life into 
the slumping economy sector by sector. 
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"We do quite agree with the government's ides of stimulating the overall economy 
through a housing industry boost but we hope that another set of measures designed 
to expedite facilities expansion projects in the private sector will be offered 
by the government in the near future, the KIA said. 


The KFSB also issued a statement welcoming the introduction of the pump-priming 
measure. 


The KFSB, representing a wide spectrum of small- and medium-size industries, 
expressed dissatisfaction on the lack of concrete measures intended for small 


bus inesses. 


"We do hope that more bold measures aimed at shoring up the shaky balance sheet 
of financially poor small business firms will be introduced as 4 follow-up 
to the package,” said the KFSB.

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PROSPECTS GLOOMY FOR SHIPBUILDING, OTHER INDUSTRIES

[Text] The Korean shipbuilding industry is feared to run aground in its sailing 
for prosperity with the tone of its international markets showing signs of a 
slump, the Korea Chamber of Commerce and Industry (KCCI) has forecast. 


The global demand for shipbuilding is likely to slow down, and shipbuilding 
prices have declined, said the chamber in its report on the 1982 business 
prospects for 10 major industrial lines. 


"Other industries are not expected to score any drastic recovery this year, only 
slightly edging above last year's level in general,” the chamber reported. 


The chamber foresaw that machinery, electronics, cement reinforcing steel bars 
and automobiles would be better off to some extent this year. 


But the chamber posted a chilly forecast for cement, shipbuilding, petrochemicals 
and textiles, all of which may face worse conditions this year than last year. 


The local cement industries may be tormented with severe management troubles unless 
the government comes out with a drastic pump-priming policy, according to the private 
economic forum's prediction. 


In particular, petrochemical industries will see the hardest time this year, finding 
no breakthrough to get out of the stagnation tunnel. 


Under these circumstances, the chamber expressed fear that the operation of the 
Yochon Petrochemical Complex would stop partially. 


Local demand declines and rising inventories are likely to combine to harass the 
petrochemical industry. 


But cement reinforcing steel bars, the chamber went on, are poised to score a 
19.5 percent increase in production this year thanks to the increases in domestic 
and foreign demand. 


Machinery output is rated to score more than a 20 percent growth, according to 
the chamber. 
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The chamber forecast that electronics would chalk up a 32.5 percent increase 
in production and a 22.6 percent rise in exports. 


The production of automobiles is estimated to top 172,000 units this year, 
up 9.6 percent over the preceding year. 


Meanwhile, the chamber forecast that domestic construction turnover would 
reach the 5,000 biliion level, a 25 percent surge over the year-earlier mark.

[Text] Seoul, Jan 9 (YONHAP)--Korea's machinery, electronic, steel and automobile 
industries will perk up slightly this year, but the cement, shipbuilding, petro- 
chemical and textile industries will [not] make progress too much from last year's 
level. 


A Korean Chamber of Commerce and Industry report on business prospects for 1982 
released Saturday, said that the electronic industry is expected to record the 
highest growth rate of 32.5 percent, with its production increasing, from 

3.6 billion U.S. dollars last year, to 4.8 billion dollars this year. 


Next to electronics was machinery with its expected production growth rate of 
24.9 percent, followed by steel (19.5 percent), automobile (9.6 percent) and 
petrochemical (7.1 percent). 


In terms of exports, cement is expected to mark the highest growth rate of 

30.5 percent, from 5.5 million metric tons last year to 8.6 million metric tons 
this year. The production and domestic consumption of cement this year, however, 
will grow by only 1.5 percent and 0.7 percent, respectively. 


Next to cement was automobile, with its expected export growth rate of 29.6 per- 
cent, from 27,000 last year to 35,000 this year, followed by machinery (24.9 percent, 
or from 6.1 billion dollars last year, to 7.7 billion dollars this year), 

electronic products (22.6 percent, or from 2.4 billion dollars, to 2.9 billion 
dollars) and iron and steel products (15.7 percent or 4.5 million tons, to 

5.2 million tons). 


Although electronics will sark moderate growth rates in terms of production and 
exports, its domestic consumption is unpredictable, according to the KCCI report. 


Construction orders in the country are expected to reach five trillion won 
(roughly 7.2 billion U.S. dollars) this year, up 25 percent from last year's 
level, due to comprehensive land development »rojects and preparations for the 
1985 Asian Games and the 1988 Olympic Games to be held in Seoul.

inducement policies. The Federation of Korean Industries (FKI) Wednesday said

PROBLEMS RESULTING FROM CURFEW LIFTING NOTED

[Text] From the very outset of the new year, citizens appear to have failed to 
conceal their excitement upon the surprise news of the sudden lifting of the 


long-standing curfew, expanding the scope of routine activities for many of them 
to 24 hours a day. 


Despite the dramatic liberation from the four-hour curfew restrictions beginning 
at midnight, it is true that most ordinary citizens may prefer to rest at home 
at night as before without any change in the cycle of their day-to-day lives. 


Nevertheless, not a few people may have to stay away from home during the night 
hours, probably because of their jobs or for some personal reasons. 


This means the economic activities of the people will be considerably enlarged 
with the advent of a no-curfew age. 


Most immediately, taxis and buses may have to run on the streets around the clock, 
attracting clients throughout the night. 


Restaurants and other service facilities will also have to open during the night 
hours for the convenience of citizens whose nightly activities have become as 
brisk as those of other citizens during the day. 


It is considered fortwate that the enlarged life cycle of citizens in the post- 
curfew days will substantially help invigorate the national economy itself, 
along with more employment opportunities and expanded economic activities, 
particularly in the sector of service business. 


Since people are quite wifamiliar with trade at night or spending night hours 
due to the absence of a 24-hour life style for as many as ™% years in the past, 
many of them will be puzzled, failing to adapt themselves adequately to the 
new living conditions. 


Among other things, we cannot help expressing concern over the lack of service 
spirit among those running transportation business and restaurants at night, 
displeasing their clients for one reason or another. 
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With an excuse of the sleepless operation of business, business people may claim 
excessive prices of goods and services, for example. 


We can accept the increased service rates, including taxi and bus fares during 
might hours, yet only to a reasonable degree, needless to say. 


For this reason, business people working at night are required to enlighten 
their employees so that they will not annoy citizens attracted to their service 
facilities of varied kinds. 


It is considered necessary for employers to provide special allowances for 
employees working on the night shift. 


We already hear that taxi drivers are reluctant to run their cars at night 
because of no additional consideration of wages for night hours. 


Still, those working at other service setups are failing to obt An special 
allowances for night work, being unilaterally forced to accept night duties. 


All these things should be settled with a reasonable formula, without any further 
delay, so that business activities at night can be institutionalized as soon as 
possible, minimizing any inconvenience for citizens. 


Business people should remember that their facilities are now fully utilized 
throughout the day and night and so are expected to gain more profits which 
must be shared for the good of their working people and clients in any form. 


The creation of such a pleasing society at night is a short cut to the cultivation 
of citizens as a whole in preparation for the forthcoming olympics.

JAPAN URGED TO ACCEPT SEOUL'S LOAN REQUEST

[Text] The preliminary contact between the Seoul and Tokyo governments next week 
is a welcome forward step toward breaking the deadlock in the bilateral negotia- 
tions on the issue of economic cooperation between the two countries. The accord 
to resume [words indistinct] -level talks came neither too late nor too early. 
Both [word indistinct] to the deal have had enough time to take counsel with their 
pillow; neither can afford to procrastinate any longer. 


In anticipation of a foreign ministers’ conference to take place at the earliest 
possible date, the preparatory meeting will be held in Seoul for three days 
between working-level delegations of the Korean and Japanese foreign ministries 
headed by bureau directors in charge of the regional affairs concerned. 


The scope of their activity will be limited to such technical and procedural 
aspects as setting the date and agenda for the projected foreign ministers’ 
conference probably sometime in March. Nevertheless, the very fact of agreeing 
to reopen preliminary contacts may well be regarded as reflecting the mutual 
interest of the two goveiuments in bringing the dispute to a successful conclusion 
by all means. 


There is but little Likelihood that the Korean side will accept anything less 

than the originally requested $6 billion loan. That amount from Japan is con- 
sidered essential for Korea's Fifth Five-Year Economic and Social Development Plan 
that begins this year. Japan is well advised to comply and it can well afford 

to do so. 


Last year Japanese reluctance to respond favorably to the Korean request led 
their bilateral foreign ministers’ conference nowhere, blocking the way for an 
early Korea-Japan summit to put a seal of political approval. The Japanese 
took issue with the amoung of the money sought and also its possible use for 
boosting our defense preparedness. 


A recent dispatch from Seoul published in Japan properly observed that the Korean 
people take for granted the scale and manner of economic cooperation as proposed 
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by their government to Japan. They have good reason to believe that as a 
responsible and leading economic power friendly to Korea, Japan should be 
ready to bear its due share. 


Japan today stands at the crossroads in its search for a realistic strategy for 
survival and for a wider acceptance into the international community. The former 
calls for abandoning its erratic or disguised perception of the need for military 
viability for peace and security of a nation, a region and the world. The time 
has come to face the music with fewer excuses. 


The latter demands a fresh orientation of the pattern of Japan's relationships 
with its allies, friends and partners. This is all the more so in its dealing 
with its closest neighbor and trading partner. It also is related to the varied 
and unprincipled approaches to countries not friendly to Seoul. A genuine 

sense of partnership built on a shared burden between Seoul and Tokyo is in order. 


No prejudice or preoccupation will be allowed to impede the upcoming Seoul talks 
of working-level officials. Only open-minded and open-handed political decisions 
on the part of both governments may cut the Gordian knot. Failure to come to 
terms will further complicate the already troubled Korea-Japan ties.

SUCCESS OF UPCOMING ROK-JAPAN TALKS DISCUSSED

{Text} After a cooling-off period of about four months, Korea and Japan are 
slated to start making renewed efforts this week for a settlement of their 
diplomatic entanglement involving bilateral economic cooperation. 


Spearheading the new round of negotiations will be a contact by working-level 
officials of the two governments, due to take place in Seoul for three days 
beginning Thursday. If the preliminary meeting proves to be smooth or at 

least manages to steer clear of a breakup, the foreign ministers of the two 
countries are expected to meet possibly in March to pave the way for a summit 
talk which is hoped to round off the economic issue and also to boost binational 
relations in other spheres. 


It was last September when relations dipped to a low ebb with the futile ending 
of a multiministerial conference between the two countries--a railure that had 
been well forecast by the disruption of a foreign ministers’ meeting in the 
preceding month over Korean request for $6 billion in Japanese Government credit 
over a period of five years. 


Since that sorry turn of events, there have been some notable developments in 
circumstances affecting the stalled negotiations. 


One of the tangible changes was an extensive shakeup of the Japanese cabinet 

in November, which replaced the foreign minister among others in what was hoped 
to infuse more realistic air into Tokyo's attitude toward Korea. Then only 
last week, the Korean cabinet also underwent a reshuffle to see a new lineup 

of its economic portfolios as well as the premiership, but keeping the foreign 
minister intact. 


Another development, subtle yet remarkable, was the deepening of mutual under- 
standing and moves to straighten out approaches to the knotty issue of Japanese 
loans, which have been reportedly in progress taking advantage of the cooling-off 
period and also being influenced by changes in the international situation. 
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Though not necessarily related to the Seoul-Tokyo ties, noteworthy were reports 
that Japan and the United States agreed last week in a meeting of their security 
consultative committee to initiate studies on what facilities the former would 
offer American forces in the event of an emergency on the Korean Peninsula 

or in other East Asian areas outside Japan. 


The agreement deserves international attention, including that of Korea, because 
it has been pending for the past three years in the U.S.-Japanese consultation-- 
an accord which signals a change in the Japanese perception of their role in 
regional security. 


A bone of contention in the Korea-Japan negotiations has been the nature of 
justification of the loan request in reference to Korea's security situation-- 
in addition to the amount and methods of providing the credits. 


For all that, there can be no dispute that the proposed loans are primarily 
tied to the Korean economy, more precisely implementation of the nation's Fifth 
Five-Year Economic and Social Development Plan that begins this year. 


As for other aspects of the issue, it should be a reasonable and understandable 
stand of a loan recipient to fix the total of credit for its productive and 
efficient use--more so when it is related to a long-range project like Korea's 
five-year plan--even of the actual allocation may be made on an annual basis. 


Under these broad guidelines, it is sincerely hoped that the forthcoming talks 
between Korea and Japan can work out a reasonable agreement on the pending issue, 
which will not only be beneficial to the two nations but also enormously 
contribute to regional security and peace.

SUPPORT FOR TOKYO-BEIJING ROUTE

[Text] Seoul, Jan 14 (YONHAP)--South Korea Wednesday reiterated its support 
for the simultaneous creation of two direct civil aviation routes linking 
Tokyo and Beijing over the South and North Korean airspaces, respectively, 
and suggested that the Tokyo-Beijing flight over the South Korean territory 
pass through Kangnung, a city on the east coast and Seoul, and reach Beijing 
via Tianjin or Potou, both in mainland China. 


The proposal was made to Assad Kotaite, president of the Council of the Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Organization who was visiting here for consultations 
with South Korean officials. 


The spokesman said that Kotaite promised ICAO's full support for Seoul's position, 
and said that the organization would continue to consult the Scuth Korean 
Government on the matter, which, Kotaite said, requires an agreement by all 

the interested parties, an apparent reference to South and North Korea, Japan 

and mainland China. 


The ICAO has been sounding out the governments of the four countries on their 
positions regarding the creation of a short-cut commercial flight route between 
Tokyo and Beijing, which would reduce the current flight time by about 

80 minutes. 


Current Tokyo-Beijing flights which require four hours and 40 minutes, use a 
roundabout route south of South Korea's southernmost island of Cheju. The route, 
set up in 1974, seemed to be the only logical choice, because South Korea has 

mo diplomatic relations with mainland China, and North Korea has no official 
links with Japan. 


North Korea, which initially opposed the creation of two air routes over the 
Korean penincula, on the grounds that it would perpetuate the division of the 
peninsula, reversed its position, and is now said to have agreed, during 

Kotaite's visit to Pyongyang in November, to creating an air route between 

Tokyo and Beijing via Pyongyang and Wonsan, a coastal city in eastern North Korea. 


The ICAO head will leave here for Tokyo Thursday, to continue his consultations 
on the issue with Japanese officials.

FARM PRODUCE IMPORTS--Seoul, Jan 15 (YONHAP)-—-The Korern Government plans to 
restrict imports of farm products as part of its efforts to prevent further 
deterioration of the country's balance of international pay$ents. Agriculture- 
Fisheries Ministry officials said Friday that their ministry has decided to put 

a ban on the importation of hot peppers, garlic and onions, beginning this year, 
in a bid to reduce the one billion-dollar average annual trade deficit in the 
agriculture sector to 100 million dollars, by 1986. Except for wheat, beans 

and corn, imports of rice and other staple grains will be totally banned beginning 
1986. Self-sufficiency in the production of such staple grains will have to be 
achieved by then, the officials said. Imports of farm products last year amounted 
to 2.2 billion dollars. The importation of grains other than rice accounted 

for more than half (1.2 billion dollars) of the total. Imports of such grains 
will be limited to 1.3 billion-dollars in 1986, the officials said. [Text]

SUCCESSES IN INDUSTRY IN 1982 REPORTED

[Text] Pyongyang, January 14 (KCNA)—The Korean working people are effecting 
new innovations in all domains of the national economy, upholding the new 
year address of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song. 


Remarkable successes have been announced in chemical industry, resolved to lift 
production this year 30 per cent above last year, the Namhung Youth General 
Chemical Works has normalised production on the level envisaged for the last year 
of the Second Seven-Year Plan (1984) by keeping the equipment in full-capacity 
operation at all processes. The February 8 Vinalon Complex has brought about 

a signal innovation in vinalon production by raising the efficiency of the 
vinalon reeling machines 50 per cent. At the Hungnam Fertilizer Complex, the 
production quotas for nitrogenous and phosphorous fertilizers have been over- 
fulfilled entering the new year. The Chongjin Chemical Fibre Mill reported 

the fulfilment of its commitments for rayon yarn and staple fibre at 105-110 per 
cent. 


Steel production is boosted in the metal industrial jomain. The Kangson Steel 
Works has carried out its daily steel production quotas at an average of 162 per 
cent in the new year. It has set itself the bold goal of beating its Second 
Seven-Year Plan target this year, two years ahead of the set time. 


In the first battle in the new year, the Kim Chaek Iron Works raised its production 
results to 120 per cent in pig iron, 150 per cent in steel and 140 per cent in 
rolled steel, and it is now keeping this level. A similar innovation has been 
reported from the Hwanghae Iron Works. 


A wave of innovation is sweeping all other domains including the power, building 
materials and light industries and fisheries. 


The Pukchang Thermal Power Plant is topping its daily assignment by an average 

of more than 4.8 million kWh and the Pyongyang Thermal Power Plant by an average 
of above 1.3 million kWh through the full-capacity operations of the generators. 
The Chongchongang Thermal Power Plant is surpassing its daily power production 
quotas by 20 per cent. Production growth has also been announced by the hydraulic 
power stations. 
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The daily target is topped by more than 40 per cent at the Sunchon Cement Factory 
in the new year.

Entering this year, the Pyongyang Textile Combine set its plan 45 per cent above 
last year’s results in yarn and 25 per cent above in textiles to launch into a 
spark-flying drive for hitting the Second Seven-Year Plan target within this year.

Last year, in accordance with the basic direction of socialist economic construction, 
a foundation wae further cemented to make a leap forward for fulfilling the Second 
Seven-Year Plan ahead of schedule and attaining the magnificent ten long-range 
objectives of socialist economic construction with flying colours. 


Along with the work of readjsuting and replenishing the existing establishments, 
the principle of laying main stress on the construction of hydropower stations 
which are highly efficient economically and dependable and combining with this 
the construction of thermal and other power stations by use of various power 
resources was firmly adhered to in the domain of the power industry, with the 
result that the power production capacity increased substantially, in particular, 
the construction of generator No. 13 was completed at the Pukchang thermal power 
station and many medium and small power stations were built in different parts. 


In the mining industry large coal and ore mines were reconstructed and expanded 
and medium and small coal and ore mines actively developed to lay a solid 
foundation for sharply boosting coal and ore output. The Anju district coal 
mining complex, the nation's biggest coal mine, increased the number of large 
cutting faces and was fully supplied with efficient mining equipment and transport 
facilities to successfully attain the goal of raising the annual production to 

15 million tons within a few years to come. The giant iron ore base of Musan 
completed the construction of the modern dressing plant No. 2, developed the 
fifth mining district with rich deposits, thereby laying a reliable base to 
effect a new upswing in the production of ore. 
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The Songhung mine readjusted and reinforced its pits as a whole, doubling their 
production capacity. 


A foundation wes laid for a new upswing in the metallurgical industry, too. 


The Kangson Steel Works carried out at a lightning speed the work of readjusting 
and replenishing the overall metallurgical equipment including electric hearths 
and blooming and rolling installations with a bold goal of carrying out the 
Second Seven-Year Plan in 1982, two years ahead of schedule. 


The construction workers and steel makers of the Kim Chaek Iron Works made 
preparations to radically increase the steel production by carrying out the 
readjustment and replenishment of the metallurgical equipment including the 
blast furnaces. 


Pull preparations were made in the chemical, building-materials and machine- 
building industries, too, to step up the general march. 


The workers of the Hungnam Fertilizer Complex totally replaced the wornout equip- 
ment of the sulphuric acid system with highly efficient, automatic equipment 
completely removing harmful gas. The workers of the February 8 Vinalon Complex 
achieved successes in reconditioning the old carbide electric hearths into air- 
tight ones and successfully built the modernly equipped movilon shop with an 
annual production capacity of 10,000 tons and the production processes of 

its raw material systen. 


The Chommaeri Cement Factory wound up the technical reconstruction of kilns. This 
opened up a prospect for quadrupling production.

[Text] Tokyo, 28 Dec KYODO--Former Japanese Red Army members, who hijacked a Japan 
Air Lines jet to North Korea in 1970, have issued a publication, calling for the 
formation of a “Zeamocratic coalition government” to replace the administration of 
the Libers!-Deasocratic Party, public security authorities said Monday. 


“Japan haw at present no human dignity, social justice or independence,” the 
radicals ss:id in an announcement of the first issue of the quarterly “Thinking 
About Japan.” 


“Who can stand idly by if he loves japan,” it added. 

The authorities said 130 copies of the 80-page publication were delivered by sea 
mail to a Tokyo book shop Sunday. It has some color photographs and is priced at 
yen 500 (dollar 2.27). 


The Japanese-language publication is edited by Takamaro Tamiya, 38, leader of the 
nine Red Army members. 


It is designed, the editor went on to say, to seek ways and means to create a new 
Japan where everybody can be happy. 


The literature features a 62-page essay which denounces Japan's ruling circles as 
“unqualified to speak about patriotism. 


“Only the masses and people of the working class can become true patriots,” the 
essay added. 


It then called for the establishment of a democratic coalition government by pro- 
gressive elements of the country on the basis of a self-reliant economy. 


The idea is apparently an adoption of North Korean President Kim Il-song's ideology 
of chuche which means independence or self-reliance. 


Security authorities, calling the publication “ideological propaganda," said it was 
the first such action by the Red Army members living in exile in Pyongyang since 
the end of the four-day hijacking drama on 3 April 1970. 





Security officials said they are concerned that the movement may be related to the 
recent publication of the English-language monthly “solidarity” by the Japanese Red 
Army now based in the Middle East. 


In @eetings with visiting Japanese journalists and labor union leaders, Tamiya and 
other Red Army commandos admitted they were wrong in carrying out the air piracy. 


They said they are ready to return to Japan if they can escape criminal charges.
